SECTION 1. There shall be levied and collected, for !150,000 state 
a to be the year year 1860, a State tax of one hundred and fifty thou- id.

treasury as provided by law.

same to the clerk of the board of supervisors of each of 
the several counties of this State, as provided by law, to 
have full force and effect for the year 1860.
